. An amendment was once adopted 
to the bill donating to the colored 
people of the city, for educational 
age ses that portion of public lands 
n the southwestern part of the city, 
known as ‘Gallows Hill.’”’ The 
reater part of the Democratic mem- 
rs supported the amendment, but 
through the influence of Mr. Bow- 
man, Republican, of Mitchell, a large 
number of Republican members, be- 
fore the vote was announced, chang- 
ed their votes from the affirmative to 
the negative which operated to de- 
feat the amendment. The colored 
people may thank Mr. Bowman for 
depriving them of a very valuable 
assistance towards educating their 
children. The bill will doubtless 
come up on its third reading to-day 
and will pass. 


Lucy POWELL.—The readers of the 
NEws will remember how fully we 
exposed the infamous attempt on the 
part of a negro woman in this city to 
kidnap and sell this young white 
girl to a life of shame, and how a 
member of the city police force lent 
his aid to the plot. From the fol- 
lowing from the Norfolk Landmark 
of ‘Tuesday, it will be seen that Lucy 
has now gone to her friends in Ohio: 

‘‘Among the passengers who arriv- 
edin Baltimore yesterday morning 
from Norfolk, Va., were Lucy Black- 
well, a full blooded Indian woman, 
and a young white girl, Lucy Poweil, 
who were en route for Cleaveland, 
Ohio, where Mrs. Blackwell has con- 
siderable proverty. The girl was 
aged nineteen —_ of the blonde 
type, had very Ight hair. deep blue 
eyes, fair complexion and rosy cheeks. 
After leaving the Norfolk steamer 
they proceeded to Camden street 
Railway station, and from the affec- 
tion bestowed upon the Indian wo- 
man by the white girl considerable 
curiosity was created in those who 
chanced to be in the ladies’ reception 
room at the depot and witnessed the 
attention of the girl. The Indian 
woman finally stated to a lady that 
she was born in Florida, and was the 
daughter of a once noted Indian 
chief. Many years ago her father 
died, when she, with others of her 
tribe, removed to the interior of 
North Carolina, and ata later date 
she rem,ved to Raleigh. There she 
became acquainted with a white lady 
who upon her deathbed bequeathed 
an infant, six monthsof age, ind who 
grew upto be the young girl Lucy 
Poweil. About six months ago the 

young girl was abducted from the 

indian woman by a colored woman, 
assisted by a colored man, but she 
was rescued by friends and restored 
to her adopted mother. The mother 
spoke the English language well. 


WIFE WHIPPING NOT ALLOWED 
IN NORTH CAROLINA—A GooD DE- 
CISION AS FAR A; It GoEs.—The fol- 
lowing case, State vs. Richard Oliver, 
recently passed when in the Supreme 
Court, does away with that barbaric 
idea that a man has a right to inflict 
personal chastisement upon his wife, 
under any circumstances. We give 
the matter in full: 

The defendant in the cause was 
indicted in the Superior Court of the 
county of Alexander for whipping 
his wife. 

Upon the trial, the jury rendered 
the tollowing verdict : 

““We being sworn to speak the truth 
of and concerning the premises in 
the said indictment specified, do say, 
upon our oaths, that the defendant 
came home intoxicated in the morn- 
ing after breakfast was over; got 
some raw bacon, said it had eo 
in it, and told his wife she would not 
clean it; satdown and eat a little; 
threw the coffee-cup and coffee-pot 
in the corner of the house; went out, 
cut two switches, brought them in 
and threw them on the floor; told his 
wife that she had said if he 
did whip her she would leave; 
that he was going to whip her, 


that she and her damned mother had 


aggravated him near to death; and 
then whipped her with the switches. 
then whipped her with the switches. 
The husband struck her five licks, 
with two switches, about four feet 
long, with the branches on them 
about half-way down, and some 
leaves. One stick not half as large as 
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a man’s little finger at the butt, the 
other a little more than half as oe 
He held the hickory in both hands. 
He inflicted bruiseson her arm which 
remained for two weeks. She was 
not disabled from work by the blows. 
One witness swore she thought he 
struck as hard as he could. Two wit- 
nesses were present, one told defend- 
ant, after he had stricken her five 
licKs across the shoulders and arms, 
to stop. Defendant stopped, saying 
tothe witness, if he had not n 
there, he would have worn her out.” 

After this verdict, the judgmentof 
the Court was pronounced by J udge 
Mitchell, from which judgment the 
defendant appealed to the Supreme 
Court, which has affirmed the judg- 
ment of the Court velow as will be 
seen from the following opinion as 
delivered by Justice Settle: 


‘“We may assume that the old doc- * 


trine that a husband had aright to 
whip his wife, provided he used a 
switch no larger than his thumb, is 
not lawin North Carolina. Indeed 
the Courts have adyanced from that 
barbarism until they have reached 
the position that the husband has no 
right to chastise his wife under any 
circumstances. But from motives of 
public policy, in order to preserve the 
sanctity of the domestic circle, the 
Courts will 1-ot listen to trivial com- 
plaints. If no permanent injury has 
been inflicted, nor malice, cruelty nor 
dangerous violence shown by the 
husovaud, it is better to draw the cur- 
tain, shut out the public gaze, and 
leave the parties to forget and forgive. 
No general rule can be applied, but 
each case must depend upon the cir- | 
cumstances surrounding it. 
‘‘Without adverting in detail to the 
facts established by the special ver- 


dict in this case, we think that they | 


show both malice and cruelty.” | 

‘In fact it is difficult to conceive 
how a man, who has promised, upon 
the altar, to love, comfort, honor and 
keep a w>man, can lay rude and vio- 
lent hands upon her, without having 
malice and cruelty in his heart.

THE ELECTION OF THE STATE JUDI- 
CIARY. 


A bill has passed the Senate, and is 
now pending in the House, providing 


Judicial, Department... Justices Set- 
tle and Bynum, of the Supreme 
Court, and Judges Cloud, Moore, Al- 
bertson, and probably others of the 
Superior Court, have been appointed. 
by the Governor at various times to 
fill vacancies caused by resignations 
and deaths. 


It is now proposed b 
the pending bill to fill these nts tl 
cies by an election by the people. The 


friends of the bill are opposed with 
the objection that the next election 
is not the proper one at which to fill 
these vacancies, but that the appoin- | 
tees hold their offices for the unex- 
pired terms. That such is not the 


tion is to us very plain, and believing 
that it is the duty of the Legislature 
to provide for an election to filkthese 
vacancies, we desire to present our 
views for their consideration. 

It is necessary for a proper conside- 
ration of this question to examine 


tion itself. Article I, Section 2; reads: 

Thatall political power is vested in, 
and derived from the people ; all gov- 
ernment of right originate from the 
people, is founded upon their will 
only, and is instituted solely for the 
good of the whole.”’ 

Section 28 of the same article reads: 

‘‘For redress of grievances, and for 
amending and strengthening the 
laws, elections should be often <. 

These are the leading features of 
the Constitution and in obedience to 
these of their su- 

reme power all officers are elected 

y the people, and resort must be had 
to the people, the source of all power, 
for the election of officers as often as 
possible. Throughout the entire in- 
strument, as we shall show, this ab- 
solute power of the people, is continu- 
ped and to them is 
constantly referred all authority to 
chose their own officers. 

As the Constitution provides that 
all vacancies in the Judica!l Depart- 
iment shall be filled ‘‘at the next 
regularelection,’’ as we shallsee when 
we come to discuss that point, we 
shall first consider the time at which 
the Constitution fixes the ‘‘first regu- 
lar election.” 

Article I1., section 27, reads: 

‘The terms of office for Senators 
and members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives shall commenceat the time 
of their election ; and the the term of 
office of.those elected at the first elec- 
tion held under this Constitution 


if they had hoon the first 
nsuing regular election. 

; and the 29th section of this article 
reads: 

“The election formembers of the 
General Assembly shall be held * * 
* on the first Thursday in August, 
in the year one thousand eight hun- 
dred and seventy, andevery twoyears 
thereafter.” 

These sections are important as not 


‘only showing in what years regular 


elections are to be held, but because 
elections for all officers are ordered to 
be held ‘‘at the time and in the man- 
ner prescribed by law for the elec- 
tion of members of the General As- 
sembly.” 

Article Third, section one declares 
that State officers shall be elected by 
the people for four years. 

Sdction twelve of this Article pro- 
vides in case of the death of the Gov- 
ernor, or his inability from any cause 
to discharge the duties of his ce, 
that the shal] 
discharge the duties of the office unt! 
the disabilities shall cease, ora kW 
Governor is elected and qualified. 
This in keeping with the Constitu- 


| tion. The people elect the Licutenant- 


Governor, and therefore he is empow- 
ered to discharge the duties of his 
new position for the wiexpired term. 
There is no curtailment of the power 
of the people, as his comission 
comes directly from them. 

How different itis with the other 
officers of the Executive Department. 
The very next section, 
| this Article provides: ‘‘If the office 
ofany of said offices (Secretary of 
State, Auditor, etc.,) shall be vacated 
by death, resignation, or otherwise, 
it shall bethe duty of the Governor 
_to appoint another until the disabili- 
t Se remoyed or his successor be 
‘lected and qualities Every such 
vacancy shall be filled by election, at 
the first general election. that occurs 
more than thirty days after the vacan- 
cy has taken place, and the person 
chosen shall hold the office jor ih: 
remainder of the unexpired term.” 

The contrast between these two 
sections presents in the very strong- 
est ‘ight the spirit in which the Con- 
stitution was conceived. The suc- 
cessor to the Governor, the Chief Ex- 
| ecutive officer of the State, holds his 
office for the remainder of the uncx- 
pired term, but when a vacanvoy oc- 
curs. in any.of the ether State offices, 
although. of less.importance, the ap- 
;pointee-holds-his office only urtil the 
 firat general. election thereafter, be- 
cause he is.an, appointee of the Gov- 


of | ermor, and does not receive his con, | 


mission, from the people at the bal lot- 
box. These officers are made by the 
Constitution, the Governor’s Council 
or Cabinet, and still he is not allowed 
to fill vacanciein his own political 


| family, longer-than the next general 


election. How very much more is 
the supreme power of the people ac- 
knowledged than in the Coustitution 
of the United States by which the 
President appoints and dismisses his 
Cabinet officers at pleasure, subject 
-only to the mmm of the Senate. 
There is still another feature of the 
Constitution, which pervades it 
throughout, manifesting the tenacity 
with which its authors held fast to 
their purpose of re the Gov- 
ernment upon the will of the people 
only. Avery vacancy occurring in 
offices elected fortwo years is filled by 
appointment for the unexpired term, 
and every vacancy occurring in offices 
elected for four years or longer is 
filled by UNTU (hE newt 
| regular election only. The only ex- 
ception to this rule is the Lieutenant 
Governor, who is elected by the people 
to discharge the duties of Governor 
in case there is 4 vacancy in that 


ce. 

Article I'V, section 30, provides that 
in each county a Sheriff and Cor- 
oner shall be elected by the quali- 
fied voters thereof, * * * and 
shall hold their offices for two years. 
In each township there shall bea con- 
stable, elected in like manner by the 
voters thereof, who shall hold his 
office for two years. * * * Jn case 
ofavacaney existing for any cause, 
in any of the offices created by this 
section, the commissioners for the 
county may appoint to such office for 
the unerpired term. 


Article VII, section 5, provides that 
in each township there shall be dien- 
nially elected aclerk and two Justices 
of the Peace, and Article IV, section 
34, provides that when the office of 
Justice of the Peace shall beeome va- 
cant, the Clerk of the Superior Court 
for the county shall appoint to fill the 
vacancy for the unecpired term. 

Now note the difference in officers 
elected for more than two years. 

Article IV, sections 21 and 22, pro- 
vide thata Clerk of the Superior 
Court shall be elected, who shall hold 
his office for jour years. Section 29 
provides that Justices of the Supreme 
Court shall be elected for eight years, 
and that Judges of the Superior Court 
shall also be elected for eight years. 
Section 29 provides that Solicitors 
shall be elected for each judicial dis- 
trict for four years. Section 31 reads 
as follows: 

‘All vacancies oecurring in the of- 
fices provided for by this Article of 
the Constitution shall be filled by the 
appointment of the Governor, unless 
otherwise provided for, and the ap- 

pointees shall hold their places until 
the next regular election.’ 

Section 35 provides that in case the 
office of Clerk of a Superior Court 
shall become vacant, the Judge of 
the Superior Court for the county 
shall appoint to fill the vacancy un- 
til an election can be regularly held.

The Committee of the Whole, an 

amendment tothe army bill, placing 

two additional members on the War 

Claims’ Commission 
Bromberg, of Ala., moved an 

amendment that the two additional 

commissioners provided for in the 
bill shall be selected from the 

Southren States. Rejected. 

Cox, of N.J., offered an amend- 
ment that the army shall not be used 
in aid of the pretended State Govern- 
ment, known as the Kellogg Govern- 
mentin Lousiana, or so as to inter 
fere in the elections of that or apy 
other State. 

Wheeler made the point of order 
that the amendment proposed a new 
legislation, and was not ia order. 

Sypher, of La., hoped that the 
amendment would be admitted, for 
the Kellogg Government had troops 
enough to thrash out the Rebel 
Demucracy. 

Randall, of it has rascals 
enough. The point of order was sus- 
tained, and the ximecidment was 
excluded. The Committee then rose 
and reported the bili, and the House 
proceeded to vote on the amendments. 
‘The first vote was on the amendment 
offered by Young, of Ga, extending 
the time for the presen tation of claims 
to the lst of November, 1875. The 
amendment was agreed to, yeas 131, 
nays, 104. All the other amendments 
were agreed to in bulk, and the bill 
was passed. 

Supervisor Cobb reports to the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
the seizure of several illicit stills in 
operation in Kast Tennessee with 
tubs of beer mash, wagons, meal. 
Several of the stills were destroyed, 
it being impossible to carry them off. 
At a distillery of a man named 
Campbell, an armed force of citizens 
attacked the officers and took pusses- 
sion of the property seized.

such arrests and convictions.

The total value of the pro- 
perty seized is twelve thousand dol- 
ars,
